The party's over for Angelica Kucynski the moment 
she spots her first wrinkle. 

Though the 21-year-old says she frequently is gviilty 
of social drinking, smokes cigarettes daily and tends to 
neglect her healthy fruits and veggies, she swears she 
will change her ways the moment she notices a change 
in her appearance. 

“I think just about anyone agrees that we want to 
stay looking as young as possible,” said Kucynski, a 
Des Plaines veterinary assistant. “If I ever get to the 
point that I’m looking older, I know I’ll cut down.” 

She might not want to wait. According to a study 
published in April by the Archives of Internal Medi- 
cine, those guilty of four unhealthy lifestyle habits — 
smoking tobacco; frequent alcohol consumption; lack 
of exercise; and skipping out on fruits and vegeta- 
bles— appear to be 12 years older than those who don’t 
have those habits. 

The research should be a wake-up call to be proac- 
tive about maintaining youth, even for those in their 
20s and 30s, according to Jackie Silver, author of ‘Ag- 
ing Backwards: Secrets to Staying Efoung.” 

“The time to start is now,” said Silver, who maintains 
a highly involved anti-aging regimen that includes nu- 
trition, exercise, beauty care and supplements as well 
as a low-stress lifestyle. “If you start now, you’ll be as 
young and as beautiful as you are today, forever.” 

^buth-conscious consumers appear to be taking heed. The market for anti-aging 
health and appearance products will reach nearly $300 billion by 2015, according to a 
2009 report by San Jose, Calif-based market research firm Global Industry Analysts. 

But not everyone is shopping for the fountain of youth. 

Brian Ford, a 29 -year-old student from Lakeview, said he has no concerns about ap- 
pearing older and considers aging a natural part of life. 

“Until recently, aging was more widely accepted for both men and women, and there 
wasn’t so much pressure from society to look 20 years younger,” he said. “I’m not will- 
ing to take extreme measures to prevent it.” 

For those who do want to slow their aging clocks, the recent aging study suggests it’s 
not all that difficult. Among nearly 5,000 British adults, the healthiest group with the 
longest collective lifespan included reformed smokers and those who had quit; women 
who consumed fewer than two drinks daily and men who had fewer than three; those 
who got at least two hours of physical activity per week; and those who ate fruits and 
vegetables at least three times daily 

That sounds just about right to Silver. 

“Moderation is everything,” she said. “I’m turning 51, and I still get carded, and it’s 
all because of a lifestyle of moderation.” erin m.sarris is a redeye special contributor.

Forget the number of candles on your birthday cake. If you’re conscious of your reputation, 
what matters is not how old you are but how modern you appear, according to Kali Evans-Raoul, 
founder and president of The Image Studios, a Chicago-based image firm that helps its clients 
look, speak and behave in a manner that benefits their overall image.

In terms of personal care, straight, white teeth, 
a modern hairstyle and well-groomed facial hair all are 
key indicators of health and vitality. If you suspect your 
fashion or grooming sense could use some updating, 
Evans-Raoul suggests you select a modern muse and 
tear out images from a magazine to take with you to the 
mall or salon.

Stay connected 

Can you name the heroine in the next “Transformers” movie? Or give 
your opinion on who should replace Simon Cowell on “American Idol”? 
Evans-Raoul stresses that regardless of your age, what really matters is 
being topical. By using TV, the Internet and constantly connected smart 
phones to stay up to date with news and cultural trends, you will remain 
relevant and well-informed. “People don’t just wake up one day and 
decide they want to be washed up,” she said. “But as life gets complex, 
you have new time constraints, and people have to create strategies to 
make sure their message is consistent is controlled.” ap photo 




Know your lingo 

Do you still use slang such as “da bomb” or 
“wicked”? Like clothing, certain figures of 
speech can go out of style in a hurry. Give 
yourself an image upgrade by taking some 
conversation cues from TV shows and 
websites.

Give and receive 

Volunteering is good for the soul -and 
apparently for the body too. ‘“Young people 
want to give back, and giving back is anti- 
aging,” Silver said. How? Silver described it as 
the "helper’s high,” a term for the feel-good 
sensation that accompanies doing the right 
thing. Hormones such as serotonin surge 
during and after philanthropic experiences 
due to sensitive neurons in the brain that 
thrive off helping others, keeping stress at 
bay and stunting aging effects on your body. 


Protect your ears 

Who knew that taking care of your earlobes- 
yes, earlobes-is one of the best ways to 
stop the aging clock? Though they might 
seem like a very small portion of your overall 
appearance, earlobes can give away your true 
age, Silver said. "Anything you slather on your 
face is something you need to slather on your 
earlobes, neck and the top of your hands,” 
she said. And ladies, listen up: Cute, funky 
earrings aren’t a complete no-no, but make 
sure the insides are hollow and lightweight to 
avoid sagging or wrinkles to earlobes, which 
can tack on years to your appearance.

Get some sleep 

“They call it beauty rest for a reason,” said Silver, 
who cited the aging effects of not getting enough 
sleep. Worse than getting too little sleep is 
having light in your bedroom. Silver cited studies 
that showed light at night has been linked to 
irregular sleeping patterns, and yes, this includes 
TVs, computers and nightlights.

New Wave brunch

Since hotel restaurants have a built-in brunch 
clientele, it’s easy enough to skate by with blue- 
berry pancakes and eggs Benedict— and many do. 
Any effort to spruce things up shows dedication, 
but the just relaunched brunch menu at Wave, the 
longstanding restaurant in the lobby of the W Ho- 
tel Lakeshore, goes above and beyond. The hand- 
written offerings read like something you’d find at 
Lula, Mado or any other ambitious, farm-focused 
spot, highlighting local producers, house-made 
preserves and cheeses, and artisan breads. But can 
a revamped menu overcome middling service and 
dated decor? It depends where you’re coming from. 

Server says: You can’t go wrong with the bagel 
sandwich, featuring house-cured salmon and caper 
crema ($12). If you’re really hungry, the grilled skirt 
steak with potato hash and chimichurri ($17) is a 
good bet. 

We say: Try a plate of garlic rice accompanied by 
Filipino sausage patties, tomato salad and over- 
easy eggs ($12, right) instead. The dish is worth 
ordering for the juicy, salty-sweet soy-laced sausage 
alone, but when taken together, the egg yolk, tangy 
tomato-onion salad and fragrant sticky rice make 
for a welcome break from breakfast standards. 


Pass on: The Goose Island 312-brined fried 
chicken and aged cheddar waffle ($16). Everyone in 
town’s doing some variation on this dish, and many 
are doing it better. The chicken holds its own, but 
the waffle was made so soggy by the slaw piled on 
top that we had to leave a large portion untouched. 

Just for fun: Order a house-made “Pop-Tart” 
($3.50). The flaky pastry pockets are filled with 
house-made preserves, and the spiced apple filling 
we sampled was eerily reminiscent of the apple 
strudel Pop-Tarts of our childhood. 

Lunchtime yet? The menu favors breakfast fare, 
but a couple of dishes, such as lamb shawarma with 
spicy harissa ($13), cross into lunch territory. 

Buzz factor: Coffee pots are delivered to the 
table when you order a cup and remain through the 
meal. It’s not the classiest approach, but it means 
no wait for refills. (This turned out to be impor- 
tant, as our server had a tendency to go missing.) 

Crowd surfing: The trick to avoiding out-of- 
towners fretting about traffic to O’Hare: Sit out- 
doors on the breezy east terrace, where you’ll have 
a view of the lake (across Lake Shore Drive) rather 
than the back of the concierge’s head.

Nutrition TMI? 

Force-feeding consumers health stats could backfire, experts say

Walk into a U.S. restaurant these days, and 
you might be able to check the calorie count 
of your enchilada, the salt content of your 
fries, the “heart healthy” status of your asia- 
go peppercorn steak and, in at least one pio- 
neering place, the carbon footprint of your 
vegetable lasagna. 

Welcome to the era of the menu as a 
spreadsheet. 

More restaurants, either by mandate 
or by choice, are bombarding diners with 
calorie counts and other information. The 
disclosures on menus, menu boards and 
pamphlets are a victory for health advocates 
who believe informed consumers will make 
healthier food choices. 

But the profusion of numbers makes one 
wonder: Is it possible to give diners too 


much information about their food? 

“At some point, having too much in- 
formation might actually hurt, because it 
may start to confuse,” says Barry Popkin, a 
professor of nutrition at the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

Popkin is one of the many advocates who 
support current laws in New York City, Se- 
attle and elsewhere that require chain res- 
taurants to post calorie counts next to food 
listings. A similar nationwide requirement 
recently was approved as part of an over- 
haul of the U.S. health care system. The 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration has a 
year to write the rules. 

People who study nutrition and psychol- 
ogy say the rule of thumb for making infor- 
mation useful is to keep it short and sweet so 
that a person looking up at a fast-food menu 


board can digest the information quickly 

Popkin said a good example of what to 
avoid is the “Nutrition Facts” labels on 
packaged foods that are packed with per- 
serving and daily recommended value infor- 
mation for the likes of fat and fiber. He said 
the labels are useful only to scientists. 

While some early research has shown cal- 
orie counts affect consumer choice, not all 
studies show that. Even in cities with simple 
calorie postings, like Albany, N.Y, custom- 
ers often say they either failed to notice the 
numbers next to the prices and menu list- 
ings or failed to heed them. 

“To me, it’s something I ignore,” Martin 
Momodu said as he walked from an Albany 
McDonald’s, biting into a 360-calorie Mc- 
Chicken sandwich. “When I come here, I’m 
kind of in a rush.”

(The cups and balls do, however, carry the 
logo of getbombed.com, a company that 
sells beer pong supplies and helps sponsor 
the tournament.) 

“No one is here to get drunk or act like 
fools,” said Sam Pines, commissioner of the 
tour and a beer pong fanatic who picked up 
the game at Marist College in Poughkeepsie, 
N.Y, in 2006. “It’s a little rowdy but it’s like 
any other sporting event. It’s all about com- 
petition and skill.” 

Rich Patchett, 22, of New Bedford, Mass., 
and Pavel Braude, 23, of West Yarmouth, 
Mass., call their team Jewbacca. Their 
T-shirts depict the hairy “Star Wars” char- 
acter wearing a yarmulke. Drinking is way 
down on the list for them. 

“We definitely have the side beers going, 
but you don’t fill up your cups with beer any- 
more,” Patchett said. “That’s totally ’90s.” 

But not everyone got the message. Brian 
Bailey a 25-year-old unemployed Maine resi- 
dent, fancies himself the best beer-ponger 
on the planet. He and a pal call their team 
Shot-Callin’ Bailers. 

“I play all day with beer,” said Bailey 
who was one of about 100 contestants who 
looked like Eminem. “It’s like, we get ham- 
mered and make cups all day I drink all day, 
and I make cups all day That’s what I do.
